Sessional Inde 

The subject of Jndeninities paid to Senators, Members of Parliament and 
of Legislitures, which was dealt with in a previous article, is beginning to 
attract widespread attention throughout Canada, and, if the generality of vot- 
efs proceed now to make thelr voices heard, there would appear to be strong 
hopes of success crowning the efforts of those who advocate this very neces- 
sary reform and consequent reduction in taxation. 

The Union of Municipalities of, Alberta is openly advocating a reduction 
of sessional indemiuties, and in view of the fact that in Alberta the sessional 
Indemnity is $2,000, such acilon is not surprising, und especially so as for 
some years past the Alberta budget has not balanced and the Province has 
goue steadily into debt to meet its current expenditures. The Alberta Union 
of Municipalities goes farther and advocates a reduction in the salaries of 
cabinet ministers and of all Government employees receiving in exeess of 
$3,000 per year, 

In the British Columbia Legislature a Conservative member, Reginald 
Hayward, advocated a reduction dn the members’ 
prompt und vigorous oppostiion from the members generally. British Colum- 
bla, however, has just recently passed through a general election, and the 
members, secure in their seats for a number of years, see no reason for cut- 
ting their incomes. This leads the Winnipeg Tribune to suggest that action 
looking io the reduction of indemnities should be taken at the last session 
before an election because “few members due to face their constituents with- 
in a short time would care to be on record upholding the present amount of 
the indemnities. 

With «a general election impending iu at lgast one of the Prairie Proy- 
inces, Saskatchewan, and with the Legisiature itself! on record in favor of a 
reduction in the cost of the legisintive machinery through a reduction in the 


munities 


number of members, pressure should now be brought to bear by the people of} 


that Province in favor, not on) ea ion in the number of members, but 
in the amount of the sessional indemnity paid to the members. 

True, the Saskatchewan indemnity is not now us large as that paid in 
Alberta, but it is nevertheless too large. Thousands of men are giving their 
services throughout the year &s reeves and cotincillors of municipalities, at- 
tending council meetings every month, and generally devoting time and con- 
sideration to the needs and welfare of their commuuities and receiving Jittle 
or no financial return. In comparison, members of the Lealslature who at- 
tend one session of six or seven weeks a year and reeeive indemuities in ex- 
ess of a thousand dollars are overpaid. 

The situation at Ottawa is even worse than in the Provincial capitals. 
Less than twenty years ago the sessional indemnity of Senators and M.P.'s 
Was 31,500, the number of Senators SL and of the Ilouse of Commons 214, 
day there are 96 Senators, an inerease of 15, and 204 M.P.’s, an increase of 
20, and they each reeeive a sessional indemnity of $4,000, or total indemnities 
of $1,520,000 per session. In addition they enjoy other perquisities, not the 
leasi of which is free transportation on all the railways of Canada. 

The wnembership of the House of Commons fs fixed by the Briiish North 

America Act, and while the present membership may not de considered unduly 
large in view of the extent of the Dominion and its varled and frequenily con- 
flicting interests which demand adequate representation, the time wlll un- 
doubtedly come when the untt of representation will have to be altered 4? the 
Commons {4s not to become an unnecessarily large and unwieldy body. The 
sessional idemity can, however, be easily reduced, The fixing of the indem- 
nity is in the hands of the members themselves. 
Burdened with a huge war debt, which is forcing muny sacrifices on the 
whole body of the Canadian people, and with as yet Utile real attempt being 
made to provide for the paying off of that debt, it would be an example of 
patriotism, an act of statesmanship, and an exhibition of real leadership if our 
Senators and Members of Parliament ar the approchiog session proceeded to 
fix the indemnity to be paid members of the next Parliament-at a considerably 
lower figure than now prevails. The present financlal condition of the coun- 
try, and the resources of the Government, do not justify the present indem- 
nitfes. | They are the cause of dissatisfaction In the country and weaken the 
confidence in and Parliament which should be entertained by 
every citizen,

Winnipeg.—As a means of re- 
licving unemployment, the Pro- 
vincial Government will immedi- 
ately call for tenders for gravel- 
ling the Lord Selkirk highway be- 
tween St. Norbert, six miles south 
of Winnipeg, and Emerson, on the 
international boundary, Hon. W.

Rex Beach, the eminent American 
author, was recently in New Brunse 
wick as a guest of W. G. McIntyre. 
On leaving for his home in the 
United States at the conclusion of 
his visit, Mr, Beach expressed him- 
self as a. strong booster for the 
hunting and fishing possibilities of 
the province, charmed with its 
scenic beauties, delighted with its 
people and solemnly proposing to 
return with his gang next year. 


The largest and one of the most 
valuable shipments of foxes ever 
to pass through Montreal, Que., by 
Dominion Express Company, was 
handled by that organization re- 
cently. There were 35 animals in 
the shipment, valued at $17,000, 
30 being silverblack foxes and the 
rest black foxes. The former were 
destined for exhibition at Minneap- 
olis, while the latter went to dif- 
ferent points in the Canadian West. 


The Eastern International Dog- 
Sled Derby, which was so succesgs 
ful last year, will again be held at 
Quebec in 1925, the dates set being 
February 19th, 20th and 2ist. As 
on former occasions, the distance to 
be covered will be 120 miles, at an 
average rate of 40 miles a day. 
Earl Bridges, Le Pas, Manitoba, 
now holds the handsome trophy 
awarded for the race and is ex- 
pected to defend his honors. Many 
teams are already working out. 

A decided acquisition to Trois Ri- 
vieres, Que., is the new Canadian 
Pacifie Railway station, which was 
opened there on November &th. The 
building is Italian in design. Rose 
and Macdonald, of Montreal, were 
the architects. Remarkable speed 
was made in the construction, as 
the contract for the work was only 
signed on June 2nd last. The open- 
ing ceremony was performed by 
Grant Hall, vice-president of the 
company, in the presence of many 
notables, 

Three moose and one deer was the 
total bag of W. B. Leeds, jr., 
young American mutti-millionaire, 
and his friends, Nils Florman, Al- 
bert Hopkins, Paul Smith and Mor- 
timer Davis, jr., as the result of 
their recent hunting trip into the 
Kipawa district. The leader of the 
party expressed himself as delight- 
ed with the results, as he had not 
hoped for such luck. Great quan- 
tities of game of all kinds were

That the Land 
(Nova Scotia) now ships over 2,- 
000,000 bushels of apples abroad 
annually was the recent statement 
of F, G. J. Comeau, general freight 
and passenger agent, Dominion At- 
lantic Railway.

Highest Radio Station

Broadcast Weather Forecasts 
From Mountain in France 

The highest radio-telephonic station 
in the world has been opened at the 
observatory on the Pic du Midi, some 
10,000 feet in altitude. The station 
uses a 350-meter wave length and has 
an antenna capacity of 800 watts. 

The installation was taken up the 
mountain in sections, the heavier 
parts on mule back and the delicate 
instruments by hand. 

In addition to assuring communica- 
tion between the observatory and Bag- 
neres, which has hifherto been pre- 
carious, owing to the breaking of 
wires by avalanches, the station will 
render immense service to agriculture 
by broadcasting weather. forecasts. 

It is also expected that it will faci- 
litate the study of various radio pheno- 
mena including the “fading” of signals 
from distant stations. 


Earth’s Hottest Spot 


Thermometer Shows 136 Degrees At 
Settlement In North Africa 

Until recently, Death Valley, CaNf., 
where a temperature of 134.1 degrees 
in the shade was registered at Green- 
land Ranch on July 10, 1923, was con- 
sidered the hottest place in the earth’s 
surface. According to quarterly 
journal of the Royal Meteorological 
Society, this record has been broken 
at the Itallan settlement of Azizia, in 
the seml-desert region of North Africa, 
about 25 miles south of Tripoli, where 
a properly sheltered thermometer rose 
to 136.4 degrees,
